Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  Keport  for  the  year  1949* 

The  Eeport  is  prepared  on  lines  indicated  in  Circular 
2/50  (V/ales)  of  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health. 

The  Members  and  Chief  Officers  of  the  Council  have 
continued  to  give  me  help  and  encouragement,  for  v/hich  I 
am  grateful.  The  Staff  of  the  Health  Department  have 
given  me  loyal  and  energetic  support. 

The  year  1 949  v/as  the  first  complete  year  of  the 
national  Health  Service.  Because  of  transfer  of  responsibilities 
to  other  Authorities,  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is 
engaged  upon  Council  vorh  for  only  a small  portion  of  his 
time,  the  remainder  being  given  to  Hospital  and  Clinic  duties. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  the  developments  uliich  are 
taking  place  under  the  HaMional  Health  Service  Act. 

The  Hospital  Service  of  the  Area,  under  the  control 
of  the  Ehymney  and  Sirhowy  Valleys  Hospital  Management 
Committee,  is  moving  steadily  towards  a more  comprehensive 
Service.  Considerable  difficulty  is  being  experienced  in 
finding  hospital  accommodation  for  the  aged.  Hospital 
care  of  the  aged  and  of  the  tuberculous  is  a serious  problem. 

A well  organised  and  equipped  Ambulance  Service, 
controlled  by  the  County  Council,  meets  the  heavy  demand  for 
Ambulance  Transpoi't. 

The  Maternity  and  Cliild  'Welfare  Services  and  Domestic 
Services  administered  by  the  County  Council  continue  to  serve 
the  Area.  I believe  that  difficulty  in  obtaining  Health 
Visitors,  and  lack  of  recruits  for  the  Home  Help  Service 
hinder  expa-iision  of  those  Ser’/'ices, 
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Tliere  v«/as  a sliarjp  fall  in  tho  number  of  cliildren 
inmiunised  against  liphtlieria  during  the  jear . This  is  a 
matter  of  considerable  concern. 

Nineteen  forty  nine  r/as  the  fifth  successive  year 
in  which  no  child  died  from  Diphtheria. 

During  the  yeaiD  Poliomyelitis  was  in  evidence 
in  Gellygaor.  The  local  hospital  r/as  ruble  to  accoiiimodate 
all  the  cases. 


The  seriousness  of  the  problem  of  tuberculosis 
is  illustrated  by  the  number  of  ne\;  cases  occurring  every  year, 
I append  a table  showing  the  numoer  of  ne\/  cases  occurring  each 
year  during  the  last  ten  years.

The  number  of  dwellings  completed  by  the  Authority 
during  tha  year  was  eight. 


The  main  Industry  in  the  area  is  Coal  Mining  - 
more  than  8^000  men  being  employed  in  the  Collieries  in  and 
around  Gellygaer.  Progress  is  being  made  in  erecting 
Canteens  and  Pit  Head  Baths  at  the  Collieries. 

A disquieting  feature  of  the  Industry  is  the 
amount  of  disablement  caused  by  Coal  Mining.  The  Council 
has  made  - and  is  still  making  - every  effort  to  bring  light 
industries  into  the  Area^  so  ,that  partially  disabled  miners 
shall  have  gainful  occupation  when  they  can  no  longer 
continue  v/ork  underground.

In  my  Report  for  1948^  I stated  that  there  7bere  1^;00  families 
desirous  of  living  in  a Council  House.  In  Januaryj  1950,  the 
Housing  Manager  had  1^200)  "live”  applications  for  Council  Houses. 

Yery  fe^v  houses  v/ere  completed  in  1949.  Difficulty  has  been 
experienced  in  obtainin^t  sites  suitable  for  large  scale  building, 
fortunately^  land  - sufficient  for  90O  houses  - has  been  ear-mar ke d in 
Hengoed,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  House  Building  Programme  will  proceed 
at  an  accelerated  rate. 

The  Housing  Committee  has  given  thought  to  the  housing  of  the 
aged,  and  of  the  tuberculous.  I have  visited  a large  number  of  houses 
VYhere  there  is  a sufferer  from  tuberculosis  to  ascertain  the  need.  In 
this  work,  I am  glad  to  acknowledge  the  helpful  advice  of  Dr.  Godbey, 
the  Chest  Physician  to  this  area. 
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ATMOSPH-P^C  POLLUTION 

The  Urhaii  Area  is  not  greatly  Eiffected.  by  smohej  but 
many  parts  suffer  great  inoonvenience  caused  by  dust. 

Black  dust  from  coal  tips^  gritty  dust  from  ash  tips^ 
and  fine  grey  dust  from  certain  boiler  chimneys  pollute  the 
atmosphere j and  pervade  the  houses. 

Much  publicity  has  been  given  to  nuisance  caused  at 
Bargoed.  It  is  encouraging  to  know  that  the  National  Coal  Board 
is  examining  the  problem  with  a view  to  minimising  this  particular 
trouble . 

At  the  same  time^  boiler  ash  tipped  at  Pengam  is  being 
covered  with  shale,  thereby  lessening  the  amount  of  dust  raised 
by  high  winds . 


Another  cause  of  excessive  dust  is  the  domestic  refuse 
receptacle.  The  covered  refuse  bin  is  rarely  seen.  Containers 
such  as  buckets  are  frepuently  used.  These  are  easily  upset  3 while 
the  -\./ind  can  p>ick  up  dust  from  any  open  container,  and  scatter 
it  everywhere . 

The  Council  is  taking  a step  in  the  right  direction 
in  providing  covered  dust  bins  for  nev'  Council  Houses.

With  reference  to  development  within  the  Gellygaer  Areaj 
the  chief  improvement  related  to  the  completion  of  a new  main  to 
supply  Cefn  Hengoed  and  Craig  Hongoed  districts 5 and  the  trans'fer  of 
Club  low  from  local  supply  of  water  to  a,  piped  supply  from  the 
Taf  lechan  Supply  Board. 

As  you  kno^.p  despite  the  severe  drought  of  last  year/ohe 
Board  maintained,  supplies  very  satisfactorily,,  although  towards  the 
end  of  the  period  - i.e,  - from  28th.  July  to  23rd.  September,  1949? 
it  became  necessary  to  apply  restrictions  to  the  area  north  of  Brithdir. 
However,  the  works  v/hich  the  Board  had  carried  out  previously  proved 
of  immense  benefit,  and  I would  refer  you  to  the  satisfactory 
maintenance  of  supplies  at  Deri,  Hsolddu,  Bargoed,  and  districts  to 
the  south  of  Gellygaer  and  Bargoed, 

luring  the  last  year,  also,  many  farms  ?/ere  introduced  to 
the  Board's  supply,  particularly  in  the  Gellygaer  area,  along 
Penhe oladani.  One  must  not  forget  the  benefit  of  the  new  Ileolddu  main 
in  regard  to  doruestic  supplies,  also  along  Penhe oladam. 

Supplies  at  Pochriw  and  Pentwyn  v.'Gre  admirably  maintained 
throughout  the  year,  and  the  Board  carried  out  imx?r oveaients  at  their 
Pentwyn  Pumping  Station.  "
